The property registers showing the details of the property 
and the register showing the item-wise expenditure of 
Rs. 21.30 lakhs incurred on ‘Development of University 
Campus’ was not produced to audit for verification. 

3. Unutilised grants 

3.1 The University had an unspent balances of grants- 
in-aid of Rs. 2.14 lakhs and Rs. 4.68 crores at the close 
of the year 1985-86 and 1986-87, respectively. The per¬ 
mission to carry forward the unspent balances had not been 
obtained (September, 1987). 

On the request (February 1987) of the University the 
Ministry of Human Resources Development released (March 
1987) a grant of Rs. 4.75 crores mainly covering the 
following items;.. 

(Rs. in crores) 


(a) Development of Campus 1.60 

(b) Studio equipment 1-24 

(c) Furniture and equipment for Study 

Centres 1-05 

(d) Grant to other institutions for pro¬ 
motion of distance Education 0.15 

(e) Academic programme 0.36 

Total Rs. 4.40 


However, the University could incur an expenditure of 
Rs. 35.00 lakhs only on purchase of Studio Equipment, 
Library Books and Furniture items upto 31st March 1987 
and no expenditure was incurred on ‘Development of 
Campus’ and ‘grant to other institutions’ etc. 


3.2 Government of India, Ministry of Agriculture, De¬ 
partment of Rural Development conveyed the administra¬ 
tive approval for incurring an expenditure not exceeding 
Rs. 11.25 lakhs for undertaking the 1st phase of training 
of 500 Block Development Officers in North Eastern States 
and State of Rajasthan during 1986-87 and released to the 
University 1st instalment of the grant amounting to 
Rs. 4.00 lakhs for its implementation. The University in¬ 
curred an expenditure of Rs. 0.84 lakh only during 1986-87 
and Rs. 3.16 lakhs remained with the University as Un¬ 
utilised grant. 


Though unutilised grant of more than Rs. 3 lakhs was 
with the University, it again approached the Ministry in 
February, 1987 to release the second and final instalment of 
grant amount to Rs. 7.25 lakhs for the scheme and the 
Ministry released further grant of Rs. 4.43 lakhs on 26th 
March 1987 which was received in the University on 8th 
April. 1987. 
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The University stated (November, 1987J that the Govern¬ 
ment advised in March 1987 for the preparation of ‘course 
material 1 at the earliest and arrange to disseminate the 

same to Block Development Officers for which a further 

sum of Rs. 4.43 was diawn. The programme, however, 
could not he completed in time. Ihe unspent balance 
could be adjusted against subsequent instalments of grants 
Thus, the Univeisily had an unspent balance of giant of

Agriculture, 

4. Hiring of ticLommmUuion at Tnghhtkabad 

The Uuivci sily entered imn an agreement with DelhL 
Mahila 9amai un 12 March 1987 for the hiring of the 
building at .‘'2, Tughlakabad Institutional Area for official 
use covering an area of 13288 sq. ft. (Basement to Illid 
floor) o« licence fee basis for 43083/- per month. The 
possession of the building was taken over on 13th March, 
1987 hut the University shifted its Communication Wing 
to the building after 15lh August, 1987. The building, thus, 
remained vacant for 5 months resulting in avoidable expen¬ 
diture of Rs. 2.13 lakhs towards licence fee for that period. 

5. Financial assistance of Rs. 3.00 lakhs to Delhi Mahila 

Samrttf Trust 

The nmiversity entered into a licence deed with Delhi 
Malftht ffamaj Trust on 12th March 1987 for the use of 


13288 sq. ft. space (covered area) on licence tee bails 
situated at 52, Tughlakabad Institutional Area, New Delhi, 
As per item No. 3 of the licence deed the licence© was to 
construct a studio structure as per plan to be prepared by 
the Architect of the licensor and approved by the Upencee 
and for this purpose the licencee was to be paid advance of 
Rs. 3 lakhs. ft was observed that though the approved plan 
was sent to the Delhi Mahila Samaj Trust on 6th April, 1987, 
an amount of Rs. 3.00 lakhs was advanced to them on 
18th March, 1987 i.e. before the plan was approved by the 
University. Further the construction of the studio was to 
be completed within 3 months of such approval but the 
studio had not so far (September, 1987) been constructed. 
The University authorities had not asked the licensor to 
pay interest at 18% per annum as stipulated in the licence 
deed on the amount of the advance.
